‘& oopers Beach in Southamp- 
ton came just one spot shy of 
reclaiming its title of best beach in 
America, according to Dr. Beach's 
annual list ranking the nation’s top 
10 beaches released Thursday. 

The beach, which topped the list 
in 2010, dropped down to No. 8 in 
2016 before inching back up the list. 
It came in at No. 5 in 2017, No. 4 two 
years in a row, and No. 3 last year. 

“Coopers Beach is hundreds of 
yards wide, made of grainy white 
sand,” Dr. 
Leatherman, a coastal expert and 
professor at Florida International 
University who has produced the 
list for the past 30 years, wrote in 


dunes covered by American beach 
grass interspersed with extravagant 
mansions,” he continued. “Some of 
the best beach access in the Hamp- 
tons exists on Coopers Beach; a 
snack bar serving lunch and drinks 
can be found here as well.” 

Coming in at No. 1 this year was 
Hapuna Beach State Park on the big 
island of Hawaii. The full list can be 
found at drbeach.org. 

Dr. Beach bases his annual list 
off 50 criteria, including categories 
such as softness of sand, water tem- 
perature, air temperature, amount 
of rain, wind speeds, sand color, 
water color, presence of wildlife, 
presence of lifeguards and even the 
overall smell of the beach.

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A Hill of Beans

he Shelter Island 
Historical Society 
announced last week — 
they will present a musi- 
cal in July celebrating the 
short-lived lima bean factory 
that thrived on the island during 
the early 1950s. They are looking for 
singers, actors, set designers, costume 
makers, musicians and stage hands to 
volunteer for the effort. 

Excited by the idea of this play, I 
took the ferry to Shelter Island and 
found someone who said yes, he knew 
a lot about the production. He said he 
would tell me what he knew if he could 
remain anonymous. I said that was 
fine. Here is what he told me. 

The play will consist of three acts. 
The first act takes place in Lima, 
Peru and is performed in a 
foreign language called Quiche, which 
is what the indigenous natives there 
speak. Acreage in Peru is limited when 
it comes to lima beans. So two farm- 
ers get together to discuss creating a 
business in America to grow and sell 
lima beans. : 

They and their wives sing songs 
while children dressed in lima bean 
costumes march from stage right to 
stage left and back over and over again 
during the act. The couples, perform- 
ing in front of the children, sing the 
samba I Wanna Machu Picchu All 
Night Long and later Lima Beans Cha 
Cha Cha which starts out as a cha-cha 
but soon, with farmers from neighbor- 
ing farms joining in, ends in a conga 
line that is expected to bring the house 
down. There is a third song about get- 
ting immigration papers, but so far it 
has not been put into the production 
because the composers are continuing 
to fight over the lyrics. 

The second act takes place on Shel- 
ter Island the following year. The Pe- 
ruvians have arrived and have bought 
all of Shelter Island, tearing down 
the existing buildings and replacing 
them with a single enormous factory 


where Shelter Island _resi- 
dents work. They picked 
the lima beans in the fields 
’ surrounding the factory 
and have placed them on 
conveyor belts that move 
them through the factory to 
_ be packed into steel cans la- 
beled Shelter Island Lima Bean Co- 


. operative. Those cans then are boxed 


and shipped to supermarkets around 
the country. Songs sung by the locals 
as they work include Dance the Lima 
Bean Boogie-Woogie, No Snitcha Da 
Limas and Lima,. Peru, the City of 
Gold. 

The third act is a re-enactment of 
Hurricane Carol hitting the factory 
in 1954, destroying it. No songs are 
sung—the sound of the hurricane is 
too loud—but there is a lot of crying 
and wailing. After the storm passes, 
the Peruvians are escorted to the 
South Ferry and put aboard a boat 
that will start them on their journey 
back to their homeland. The Peru- 
vians sing an uplifting song in the 
Quiche language about leaving called 
We Love You, Shelter Island, and they 
unfurl the Peruvian flag off the back 
of the boat and begin a grand finale 
which ends in disaster as the Peruvian 
flag gets wrapped around and ripped 
up by the propeller of the boat. The 
Peruvians sing Oy Oy Mama Mia, and 
cry mightily as the ferry sinks and the 
curtain falls. © 

At the present time, my source said, 


all the local women on Shelter Island — 


are hurriedly sewing individual lima 
bean costumes for the children who 
will be marching back and forth dur- 


ing the first act. « . 


So now you know everything I’ve 


been able to find out. At the end of the 


interview, I asked again if he needed 
to remain anonymous and he replied, 


strangely, “Why don’t you go back to 


where you came from?”

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Sacred Ground 
Land Deal Urged to Save Shinnecock Burial Site 


A PROTEST IN JANUARY OF 2019.

he East End has no shortage of 
celebrity-soaked _multimillion- 
dollar land deals, but one recently 
proposed $5.3-million transaction 
that Pink Floyd singer Roger Waters is 
urging would also address the history 
of injustice the Shinnecock Indian Na- 
tion has endured. 
The British prog-rock legend who 
owns a home in Bridgehampton joined 
advocates in urging Town of South- 


ampton officials to spend that sum to 
buy the development rights to Sugar 
Loaf Hill, the tribe’s most significant 
burial ground in the Shinnecock Hills 
section of Southampton—some of the 
most prime real estate on the East End 
and beyond. 

“I am a new neighbor to this com- 
munity, I’ve only been here about 20 
years, but standing outside on the 
pavement with my friends from the 
Shinnecock Nation ... I found myself 
deeply moved and somewhat in awe of 


the gravity, but also the potential for 
joy, that is in front of me here,” Waters 
told Southampton town board mem- 
bers on May 25 at its first in-person 
board meeting since the coronavirus 
pandemic began. “This is a momen- 
tous occasion. I am over-emotional 
about it ... I will remember this day for 
the rest of my life because I think it’s 
incredibly important to this commu- 
nity and to all of us who are here and 
are lucky enough to be a part of it.” 
Tribal and local leaders described 


Sugar Loaf Hill as one of the most his- 
torically significant Native American 
sites in New York State. The tribe’s an- 
cestors dating back about 3,000 years 
are buried there. 

At the top of the 4.5-acre plot 
in question sits a more than 
7,000-square-foot mansion with a 
Montauk Highway address owned by 
the Nappa family. The listing invokes 
Long Island’s literary past, describ- 
ing the property as “something out of 
Frances Hodgson Burnett’s The Secret 
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- Garden,” the required reading that 


_ was penned in Plandome more than a 
century ago. 


News of the deal comes after the 


Southampton Town Board passed 
historic legislation in September to 
protect unmarked Shinnecock graves 
and burial sites, the first law of its kind 
across the state. The Protection for 
Unmarked Graves Act established a 
set of protocols if human remains are 


- encountered during construc- 


tion activities anywhere 
in the town. Penalties 
for not complying 
with the law in- 
clude a fine of at 
least $10,000.00 
or 15 days in jail. 

Under the Sug- 
ar Loaf deal, the 
nonprofit Peconic 
Land Trust, an en- 
vironmental conserva- 
tion group, is in contract to 
purchase the property, demol- 
ish the house, and return it to its natu- 
ral state. The deal is expected to close 
on June 15. The town would tap the 
Community Preservation Fund (CPF), 
which is fueled by a 2% East End real 
estate transfer tax, to purchase the de- 
velopment rights on the land. 

Lisa Kombrink, an attorney who 
manages the town’s CPF funding, not- 
ed that the area has been recognized 
for its “unique cultural and archaeo- 
logical significance” in the town. 

“The development rights easement 
would preserve the property for use 
as open space while also recognizing 
the cultural and ecological importance 
of the property to the Town of South- 
ampton,” Kombrink told the board 


while detailing the proposed purchase. 
“It would provide for a pedestrian trail 
... SO that the public could also enjoy 
the property.” 

Peconic Land Trust’s founder John 
v.H. Halsey also emphasized to the 
board the importance of the town fol- 
lowing through with the plan to help 
right historical wrongs. 

“It is a sacred place, one that has 
been documented and desecrated 

since the 1930s, with the remains 

of Shinnecock ancestors and 
their parting gifts moved 
and distributed—some 
to renowned. institu- 
tions,” Halsey said, 
noting that an even 
larger neighboring 
property is also be- 
ing eyed for purchase 
by the land trust. 
“This is a unique op- 
portunity to build greater 
trust between the town and 

the Shinnecock people.” 

He added that remains and historic 
artifacts that were removed from the 
area will be reinterred on Sugar Loaf 
Hill. Bae 

Members of the tribe and their sup- 
porters were out in force at the meet- 
ing urging the town to allow the deal 
to move forward. 

“A lot of time on Shinnecock we 
talk about what’s called historical 
trauma,” said Bryan Polite, chairman 
of the Shinnecock Indian Nation. “It’s 
something very real. And every day 
we have to witness another historical 
trauma when we see our land being 
desecrated and our ancestors bones 
being disturbed.”

town board remained diplomatic, oth- 
ers recounted in vivid detail the cause 
for outrage that led up to the historic 
land deal. 

“Tf I went anywhere in the world and 
said, ‘Hey just to let you know, I think 
this would be a really nice place to live, 
so I’m going to tear down your ances- 
tors’ graves and put a mansion on top 
of it,’ I guarantee you we would be met 
with public fury,” said Skylar Johnson. 
“But yet that’s what’s been done. And 
then we have to come out here and we 


have to ask that it be undone. That we 
make a slight change to just honor the 
people that live here.” 

Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman indicated that the town 
would advance the measure at its June 
8 meeting. 

“It’s hard not to be moved when 
you're there,” he said. “To not feel 
a sense of something very spiritual, 
mystical.”

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Our Amazing History: 


WWII: The Nazis 
Landed Saboteurs

D id you ever wonder if the leader 


of a hostile enemy force ever put 
his finger on a map of the Hamptons 
and told his men, “Okay, let’s do it.” 
Well, it’s happened. Four times. Guns 
blazing. It happened in 1653, in 1777, 
in 1812 and in 1942. One time in each 
of the last four centuries. Here’s the 
assault that took place in 1942. 

In December 1940, American Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt declared 
the United States to be “The Arsenal of 
Democracy” and embarked on a mas- 
sive effort to build planes, tanks, guns 
and ships to take to England, which 
had declared war on Nazi Germany in 
1939. German Dictator Adolf Hitler re- 
taliated with a plan to cripple Ameri- 
can industry and bring the country to 
its knees. He'd send groups of sabo- 
teurs by submarine to land on remote 


East Coast beach- 
es, where, after. 
burying _explo- 
Sives to be picked 
up later, they 
would proceed to 
blow up airplane 
factories, alumi- 


num plants, and 


railroad junctions 
to make this all happen. 

And so, after America and Germany 
declared war on one another in 1941, 
Hitler laid out a map in his war room 
in Berlin and pointed to Amagansett 
as the first landing point of what would 
become this vast operation. 

The four saboteurs, all of whom 
spoke fluent English because they 
had lived in America in prior years, 
came ashore in a rubber boat theyd 
launched from a Nazi sub on a beach 
near Amagansett just after midnight 
on June 13, 1942, hauling up their rub- 
ber boat in a nighttime fog near the 
Amagansett Coast Guard station, still 
there today. Also nearby was a Naval 
Radio Station manned by naval offi- 
cers sending out specific radio signals 
to determine the whereabouts of the 
many Nazi subs marauding the Atlan- 
tic sinking American freighters. But 


they had missed this one. 

But a 21-year-old Coast Guards- 
man named John Cullen with a 
flashlight walking the beaches 
looking for such a landing didn’t 
mniss this one. 

The leader of the saboteurs, 
George Dasch, walked up to Cul- 
len and, Cullen and threatened 
him, telling him to forget what 
he had seen. Dasch also gave him 
$260 as a bribe. 

Instead, Cullen ran through the 
fog to the Coast Guard Station, 
woke everybody up with the news 
that there were Germans on the 
beach, resulting in Cmdr. War- 
ren Barnes mustering his Coast 
Guardsmen bearing the old World 
War I rifles they had at the sta- 
tion to take up positions. A gun- 
fight ensued between the soldiers 
and the submarine, still offshore 
(Barnes, the Coast Guardsman com- 
mander, later said some of his men 
fired by mistake at their own men, but 
there were no injuries. 

Soon, the submarine, undamaged, 
motored off. The saboteurs, mean- 
while, having buried their boxes in 
the sand, snuck off to the Amagansett 
Long Island Rail Road station and took 
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GEORGE DASCH’S MUG SHOT

a 6:59 a.m. train to Manhattan, where 
they disappeared into the crowds. 
Nevertheless, a few days later, Dasch 
turned the others in to the FBI. Sabo- 
teurs from a more successful landing 
along a deserted Florida beach were 
also rounded up and, with no sabotage 
having taken place, Hitler ordered the 
failed operation halted.

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Becoming Dr. Ruth: 


Tovah Feldshuh Stars in Mark St. Germain’s 


Play at Bay Street

. egendary sex therapist, psycholo- 
gist, media personality, radio 
host, teacher, best-selling author, pro- 
ducer and total inspiration Dr. Ruth 
Westheimer is headed to Bay Street 
Theater for the opening of Mark St. 
Germain’s play Becoming Dr. Ruth, 
starring the four-time Tony-nominat- 
ed actress Tovah Feldshuh. 

The play opens on June 4, which 
also happens to be Dr. Ruth’s 93rd 
birthday. 

“Tm careful, you know, being at 
the age of an endangered species,” 
she jokes, adding, “I’m fortunate I’m 
healthy.” 

Her energy puts most people to 
shame. 

“She refuses to be depleted,” says 
Feldshuh. “Playing her is a tremen- 
dous honor—she is a teacher to us all 
on how to deal with making a great 
life.” 

Best known for pioneering explicit 
talk about sex on radio and televi- 
sion, it’s hard to believe that that 
part of Westheimer’s career didn’t 
start until she was 50. 

After working with Planned Par- 
enthood and studying human sexu- 
ality under Dr. Helen Singer Kaplan 
at New York Hospital Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical Center, she was 
asked to give a speech to a group of 
community affairs managers at ra- 
dio stations about the need for sex 
education. Her rousing 15-minute 
speech lead to her first radio gig in 
1980. 

“WNYW-FM (NBC) said we are 
going to take a shot—15 minutes at 
midnight, to see how you do,” says 
Feldshuh. “They thought probably no 
one would listen, we'll tuck you away.” 

They listened. 

Her career took off and one year 
later her show Sexually Speaking be- 
came a live one-hour show featuring 
call-in questions from listeners. The 
radio show lead to her own nation- 
ally syndicated television shows, book 
deals, documentaries, lectures and Dr. 
Ruth becoming a household name. 

She has been an adjunct professor 
at New York University and an associ- 
ate fellow of Calhoun College at Yale 


University. She re- 
ceived a doctorate of 
education from Co- 
lumbia University 
Teacher’s College, 
where she still 
gives seminars. 

The road to 
Becoming Dr. 
Ruth is a fas- 
cinating tale of 
sheer spirit, de- 
termination and 
yes, chutzpah. Her 
life is a tour de force 
of survival and a veri- 
table primer on 
how to

thrive under any circumstance. 

The most compelling aspect of her 
story, says playwright St. Germain, is 
her “resilience and her refusal to look 
at the negative. She’s been through so 
much and even when there is a stress- 
ful time she is always looking ahead 
to the time when it isn’t going to be 
stressful. Not that she hides her head 
in the sand, but she always looks for 
the positive.” 

Born Karola Ruth Siegel in Frank- 
furt, Germany in 1928, she was sent 
to an orphanage in Switzerland by her 
family on the Kindertransport at the 
age of 10. 


“Her mother and 
grandmother were 
there to see her 
off at the train. 
It would be the 
last time she 
saw them, or 
any of her 
family,” says 
St. Germain. 
“She wouldn’t 
have gotten 
on if her fa- 
ther hadn’t 
already been 
taken away (by 
the Nazis). It 
was only 


available to kids who had one parent 
already in a camp.” 

The play chronicles her life from 
her childhood at the orphanage. “She 
thought she would be there for six 
weeks, which turned into six years,” 
says Feldshuh. It covers her time in 
Israel, where she won a scholarship 
to teach Jewish children, then joined 


the underground Jewish army where 


she served as a sniper (she was badly 
wounded after a bomb went off and 
she almost lost her life). It includes 
her time in Paris travelling with the 
doctor who saved her life and where 
she took classes at the Sorbonne. And

it tells the story of her arrival and suc- 
cess in the United States. 

“On her first day in America,” says 
Feldshuh, “she was gazing up at the 
buildings which she said made her feel 
smaller (she is 4’ 7”). There were ice 
cream shops everywhere and she was 
sure she was going to see Shirley Tem- 
ple. She saw a large ad for The New 
School, a scholarship for victims of 
the Nazis and she applied and won the 
scholarship. It was her second week in 
New York and she thought “Where else 
could this happen but in America?” 

Westheimer managed to convince 
The New School to allow her into the 
masters program, after presenting her 
curriculum and studies from the Sor- 
bonne. 

“Only she, without a high school 
diploma could get her masters there 
(The New School) and at Columbia,” 
says Feldshuh. 

This past spring, Westheimer was 
awarded an honorary doctorate by 
an Israeli University (Ben-Gurion 
University of the Negev, BGU) in rec- 
ognition of her trailblazing research 
and therapy and her advancement of 
the field of human sexuality and pub- 
lic discussion. 

“Two thousand people on Zoom,” 
says Westheimer, proudly, “and we 
raised $129,000 for a scholarship 
in psychology which will also go to 
bettering woman like myself in Swit- 
zerland, where I could not get a high 
school diploma.” 

Westheimer says she is grateful 
to be so busy “in a time where I was 
home.” She has lived in her apart- 

ment in Washington Heights for 60 
years and says she has no intention of 
moving. 

She is also “happy to talk about 
books.” She has authored 44 books, 
including Sex for Dummies, which is 
out in 27 languages. Her book Heav- 
enly Sex has now “just become a clas- 
sic,” she says, “and thanks to New 
York University Press will never be 
out of print, as is Musically Speaking 
about the importance of music in my 
life,” she says. 

She is quick to praise leading lady 
Feldshuh’s recent book Lilyville about 
her relationship with her mother. 

“Lilyville is beautiful,” says Wes- 
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theimer. “Tell everybody I plug her 
book—not just mine,” she adds, with 
that distinct laugh. 

For Feldshuh, the admiration is mu- 
tual. The two have known each other 
for years, and Westheimer attended 
both of Felshuh’s children’s weddings. 

“Having given my life’s blood writ- 
. ing Lilyville and on the heels of fin- 
ishing that book and having it be well 
received, I was ready to tackle this 
play,” says Feldshuh, who visited Wes- 
theimer three times in her apartment, 
reading the play to her over and over, 
and working on her accent. 

The last person Feldshuh played 
was Ruth Bader Ginsburg. And now 
the spotlight is on this famous Ruth. 

“Dr. Ruth is a huge soul who has 
spread the availability of intimacy and 
taken it from the bedroom to the liv- 
ing room to the dining room, “ says 
Feldshuh. “She has done major heal- 
ing on the planet and God bless her for 
that.” 

Feldshuh says she is also “thrilled” 
to be working with Scott Schwartz, 
who will be directing the play and 
who directed Feldshuh in Golda’s Bal- 
cony also at Bay Street. It will be their 
fourth time working together. 

In terms of Westheimer getting 
through some very difficult challenges, 
St. Germain says “she attributes the 
fact that she survived because she had 
so much love as a child—that kept her 
going.” 

Westheimer’s own studies conduct- 
ed for her masters degrees where she 
followed the 50 other children who

came with her from Germany to the 
orphanage in Switzerland backs up the 
sentiment. 

“What I found is none of them fell by 
the wayside, none committed suicide, 
one, became clinically depressed,” she 
says. “All 50 of us, myself included, 
came from an intact loving household 
the first years of our life, which means 
the early socialization was in an intact, 
wonderful Jewish—in my case—home. 
And that’s one of the things I want 
people to take away from the play. 
Having this attitude towards life came 
from my early childhood.” 

St. Germain says he wrote the play 


- in two months after completing the re- 


search. In terms of portraying his sub- 


ject, the process for him was to “keep 
digging.” 

“I wanted to get as much of her emo- 
tion in things as she shies away from 
that,” he says. “At one point she said 
‘Don’t analyze me!’ We both laugh at 
it but that was the challenge to kind of 
get underneath her skin.” 

The play, which originally pre- 
miered as Dr. Ruth, All the Way at the 
Barrington Stage Company in 2012, 
has found a new home at Bay Street 
Theater where the live, socially-distant 
audience can see it from June 4-27. 
The play will also be live streamed for 
those who can’t see it in the theater 
via California’s North Coast Repertory 
Theatre, with David Ellenstein direct- 


ing and available June 9-July 4. The 
hope is that it will eventually end up 
in New York. 

St. Germain says he is happy with 


the play, and “particularly happy that 


[Dr. Ruth] likes it, and her son Joel 
and daughter Miriam were very happy 
with it.” 

“I love the play,” says Westheimer, 
“and I love that Mark St. Germain and 
I are becoming very good friends. I 
love that he is not Jewish. It gives it 
an additional dimension—it is not just 
a Jewish play—which I think is very 
important these days, as some people 
have Holocaust fatigue and say, ‘Don’t 
talk about it anymore.’ And there is 
anti-Semitism. I’m very pleased with 
it. Tovah is going to do a fabulous job.” 

What does Dr. Ruth feel most happy 
about when looking back on her inter- 
esting, triumphant life? She wastes no 
time responding: 

“IT am most happy that I was instru- 
mental in talking about respect for gay 
people,” she says. “I was one of the first 
ones to talk about the issue of AIDS. I 
really think of myself as an educator 
mainly. I do educate—not just about 
sexual literacy but also about the im- 
portance of living.” 

Becoming Dr. Ruth opens Friday, 
June 4, at 8 p.m. at Bay Street The- 
ater in Sag Harbor, with performanc- 
es through June 27 on Thursdays 
through Saturdays at 8 p.m., Sun- 
days, Tuesdays, and Wednesdays at 
7 p.m., and matinee performances on 
Sundays and Wednesdays at 2 p.m.

he religious past and the art-as-religion 
future have intersected within the walls of 
the Sag Harbor Church, a former house of wor- 
ship turned cultural hub, with famed artists/ 


activists April Gornik and Eric Fischl as the 
founders of the movement to create and open 
the space, and Sara Cochran as executive di- 
rector. 

The soaring Sag Harbor a is home to 
20 windows; the center of each a large square 
of glass; it is there, explained Fischl, where the

“What would this luminary be the patron saint 
of, besides.Sag Harbor?”

JAMES FENIMORE COOPER 


James Fenimore Cooper (1759-1851) 


Fischl: “James Fenimore Cooper could be thought of as the patron saint of 
Literature in search of an Authentic American Voice, and the Wise Sage who 
understood that speculative capitalism mistakes commerce for liberty.” 


James Fenimore Cooper is said to have started the flow of writers and artists 
to the East End of Long Island, and is considered one of the first truly American 
writers. Cooper served in the U.S. Navy where he learned about sailing vessels, 
which influenced many of his works, which include The Last of the Mohicans, 
The Prairie, The Pioneers, The Sea Lions and The Bravo. 

Cooper was young when he stayed in Sag Harbor, and newly married. His wife 
had poor eyesight, and he’d read her English novels. Once, while reading a novel 
to her, he complained that it was garbage, and she challenged him to write one 


himself. His first novel, Precaution, was hardly a success, but subsequent works 


became the first that were truly American novels, with New World content. 

Natty Bumppo, the famous protagonist of The Pioneers (part of the trilogy 
known as The Leatherstocking Tales), is thought to be based on a Sag Harbor 
resident David Hand, whose renovated house still stands on Church Street, one 
of the oldest buildings in Sag Harbor.

Lady Caroline Blackwood (1931-1996) 


“If one thought humorously about Caroline Blackwood as a patron saint, I 
would say she is the patron saint of Ire, Wit and the Peripatetic,” says Fischl. 


Lady Caroline Maureen Hamilton-Temple-Blackwood—Guinness heiress, 
novelist, biographer, journalist and critic—suffered through an unhappy child- 
hood with an abusive nanny. An awkward teenager, she blossomed into a lithe 
blond woman who wrote with an acerbic wit and tongue, was shortlisted for a 
Booker Prize, and lived abroad for much of her life. 

She eloped to Paris with the painter Lucian Freud, grandson of Sigmund 
Freud, and had, among many others, an affair with Robert Silvers, founder of 
The New York Review of Books. She also wed composer Israel Citkowitz, and 
later poet Robert Lowell, and was with photographer Walker Evans, for a time. 

A famous painting of Lady Blackwood by first-husband Freud, titled Girl in 
Bed, figured in the death of third husband Lowell, who was found slumped over, 
dead, in the back of a NYC taxi cab, clutching the painting to his chest. 

Blackwood was known for novels The Stepdaughter and The Last of the Duch- 
ess, and for her numerous stringent articles. In 1987 Blackwood settled in Sag 
Harbor, writing until her death from cancer in 1996.

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Bean Such 
A Musical!

hat’s right. A musical. About lima 
beans. You love them, you hate 
them. You know they're good for you. 

But did you know that for a brief, 
shining moment on Shelter Island in 
the mid-20th Century, there was a 
thriving lima bean factory? And that it 
had a fascinating history of incredible 
success followed by a rapid and tragic 
decline? 

So, what to do with this information? 

Well, if you’re Lisa Shaw, you write a 
musical about it. 

That’s right—A Hill of Beans: A 1950s 
Shelter Island Story is coming to the 
Shelter Island Historical Society in late 
July. All singing, all dancing. 

But as comical as the concept may 
sound, the story behind it isn’t all Jolly 
(as in that Green Giant fellow). Shaw 
prefers to take a more (ahem) Bird’s Eye 
view of it. 

The Shelter Island Historical Soci- 
ety’s website reads: “In 1949, a lima 
bean cooperative was formed by a 
group of local farmers and one very 
savvy New York barrister. A story of co- 
operation, innovation and determina- 
tion, with some love and drama mixed 
in” 

Read Dan’s own special version 
elsewhere in this issue. He takes some 
Libby’s—that is, liberties. 

Lisa, what was it about this sto- 
ry that drew you in? 

The comical moments in the histori- 
cal narratives jumped out as well as the 
fact that so much drama happened 
within a short time span, such as the 


inception of the idea of the co-op in 


1950 and its demise in 1954, as well as 
the money each farmer invested in the 
original plant (io farmers at $3,500 
each) and then quickly lost. 


You said you had relatives who 
were involved. Have other people 
come forward and offered anec- 
dotes that you’ve incorporated 
into the musical? 

The plant employed many Islanders 
during this time—high school students 
worked there after school, farmers

were able to expand their crops because 
of the agricultural efficiency the plant 
permitted, hired hands came up from 
the South, women found well-paying 
jobs. It was a real boon to the Island 
economy. 

I grew up with anecdotal references 
to “the beanery,” as it was such a huge 
part of the community memory, but 
never fully understood its impact, 
which was fascinating to research. 

Most of the characters were so in- 
fluential in my generation’s childhood 
as it was and in many respects, still is, 
such a small town so everyone knew, 
interacted with and depended on one 
another in industry, small businesses, 
politics and social circles. 

The story was always there, we just 
mined the details and reframed them 
into play form, with literary license of 
course. There’s a love story in the mid- 
dle of it. 

We've heard many more anecdotes 
that we would love to include but it 
would mean a few more rewrites and 
there’s just not the time to include

them. 


At the peak of its success, about 
how many bushels of beans were 
going out? 

At the peak, according to archived 
narratives, 800,000 pounds of beans 
per year, or 500 pounds per acre at 
1,576 acres or thereabouts were har- 
vested, packed, shipped and distributed 
by brands such as Bird’s Eye, Libby, and 
Seabrook. 


What was the trifecta which 
destroyed the business in such a 
short time—hurricanes, blights, 
and debt? 

1954 was an historic hurricane year 
and in August, Hurricane Carol was 
the first ferocious storm that drowned 
fields of plants and downedpower lines, 
thereby cutting electricity to freezers 
full of packaged beans and stopping 
ferry transport service. The financial 
loss was crushing. 

Mexican beetles and blight both took 
a toll on the crop yields but were man-

aged, so it was the hurricane that really 
did the industry in. The plant didn’t im- 
mediately close, however the two sub- 
sequent hurricanes which hit within 
the next couple of months further 
contributed to crop and plant damage. 
The plant closed in 1955, most likely— 
though I haven’t found conclusive cor- 
roboration—a matter of the farmers not 
being able to pay the loan after the hit 
of Carol. 


What do you hope the audience 
walks away with? 

The take-away is for the audience to 
learn in an entertaining and fun way 
about an industry which was so impor- 
tant to the Island and the age-old story 
of community resilience andrecovery— 
a beautiful hope. 

A Hill of Beans is running the week- 
end of July 23, Friday-Sunday, at 5:30 
p.m., with rain dates for the following 
weekend.

his is an interview from October 2019, when 

Earle was playing with Amagansett resident, 
music director and guitarist extraordinaire G.E. 
Smith, in the “Portraits” series produced by Smith’s 
wife, Taylor Barton. This time around, Steve Earle 
and the Dukes will be at The Suffolk Theater in Riv- 
erhead on June 11. 


Steve Earle—the Grammy-winning American 
folk, rock, and country “hardcore troubadour”—is 
known for his writing. oe 

But next to his writing—whether it’s his songs like 
Copperhead Road or Guitar Town or his novel, his 
short stories, or even the play he scribed—next to 
all of this, and his role as Harley Wyatt on HBO’s 
Treme, Earle is known for his storytelling. 

And tell them he does. When, as the interview 
opener, he was asked about the “elephant sanctu- 
ary’—at the suggestion of a little bird—his response 
was hearty laughter. 

“I never actually saw it up close,” he says. “But it 
just so happens that there is an elephant sanctuary 
in the same town I got sober in. There’s a little treat- 
ment center called Buffalo Valley in Lewis County, 
Tennessee. And it’s called Lewis County because 
Merriweather Lewis committed suicide there. He 
was on his way back to Philadelphia and holed up 
there instead, shot himself, and did a pretty bad job 
of it. It took him four months to die.” 

Ice. Broken. 

“The joke was always if people bailed out on Buf- 
falo Valley and walked in the wrong direction, they 
would come up against an elephant,” he says, laugh- 
ing again. 

His friendship with local legend G.E. Smith goes 
way back. “I knew who he was because of Saturday 
Night Live,” where Smith was the musical direc- 
tor for a decade, “but he was playing guitar in Bob 
Dylan’s band when Bob went back out on the road 
in the late 80s. And we were the opening act. When 
I was offered the tour, I thought Bob Dylan would 
never go out on the road again at that point. As it 
turns out, he hasn’t come off the road since.” 

Earle says he and Smith had a lot of things in 
common, “some bad, some good,” and they are both 
avid guitar collectors. “After that, I ran into him at 
George Gruhn’s guitar shop in Nashville a few times. 
I own a mandola to this day that belonged to G.E. 
that I bought there, and he probably had traded it 
for something else.” 

As far as his collecting, “I’ve gotten way more 
selective,” Earle says. “I’m actually a pretty seri- 
ous collector. Not a lot of players are. G.E. is, but 
I think he’s a little more bulimic than I am. I don’t 
sell mine very often. At one point, before I built

my guitar room, I looked at them all stacked in the 
corner and I thought, ‘Uh-oh, this is hoarding.’ But 
it’s something I understand, it’s something I love, 
it’s something valuable, and it’s somewhere to put 
money besides Wall Street,” he says those last two 
words with a twinge of disgust. 

“T don’t do Wall Street,” he adds. “If I want to 
gamble, I’ll go to Vegas.” 

Besides the stuff he’s written (and his songs have 
been recorded by Willie Nelson, Johnny Cash, Em- 
mylou Harris, Vince Gill and Shawn Colvin, just to

name just a few), Earle has also been the subject — 


of two biographies and a documentary film, and 


he hosted the Hardcore Troubadour show on the 


Outlaw Country channel. He’s won three Grammys 
along the way. 3, 

He is also a vocal opponent of the death penal- 
ty. His song Ellis Unit One was used in the movie 
Dead Man Walking and in 2010, Earle received the 
National Coalition to Abolish the Death Penalty’s 
Shining Star of Abolition award. His youngest son 
is autistic, so Earle is also a champion for more au- 
tism-friendly schools and research. 

Where was his activism born? “We moved to Tex- 
as when I was still a kid, and Texas was executing 
people at an alarming rate. My mother was really 
disturbed by it. I grew up in a house that was against 
capital punishment.” ote 

There was one case, “basically a poor kid who 
killed a rich kid in a brawl in a parking lot, and got 
the death sentence. The rich kid’s family hired a 
special prosecutor, which was legal then. My father 
thought that was not fair, and he wrote a letter to 
the governor of Texas, John Connally, the guy who 
got shot, who was sitting behind JFK. And that was 
when I was about six or seven, and it‘made an im- 
pression on me.” 

- There is so much more to tell. Steve Earle will tell 
you himself, along with playing his music, on Friday, 
June 11 at 8 p.m., his first time playing at The Suf- 
folk Theater.

How to Open a Clam 


BY LEIGH GOODSTEIN 


Pere the best and fresh- 
est clams is the first step 
to successfully opening them. 
As a caveat, the freshest clams 
are usually the hardest to open. 
If you’re in East Hampton, you 
can choose wild clams, which 
will have a gray or white shell, 
or, if it’s right out of the water, 
a blueish black shell, or a no- 
tada, which is a town-raised 
clam that usually has a brown 
or maroon zig zag on the shell. 
Either one will not disappoint. 

Buy from reputable dealers— 
which in town includes road- 
side stands in Poseyville! 

You have to have a great clam 
knife and, for me, there is no 
better knife than a Dexter—and 
it has to be the one with the 
wooden handle. The white plas- 
tic handle gets slippery once 
you start working and slipping 
makes the job much harder. If 
you can’t get your hands on the 
wooden-handled Dexter, buy 
the plastic-handled one and 
wrap some tape or a rag around 
it. Clam knives can be bought 
locally at bait and tackle shops, 
but you can also find them in 
restaurant supply stores. 

If you're right-handed, hold 
the clam with the hinge fac- 
ing up and the umbo (the part 
of the clam that juts out from 
the hinge) away from your 
thumb. Hold the knife in your 


right hand (wrap all your fin-

gers around it). Bring the knife 
(sharp side facing the clam) to 
the edge of umbo, and using the 
fingers on your left hand (yes, 
the hand holding the clam) 
push the blade of the knife 
between the shells. Don’t get 
discouraged if you “shave” the 
clam, and the knife doesn’t go 
in. Try again. 

Once the knife is in, stop! 
Instead of cutting through and 
slicing the belly of the clam, use 
your right hand that’s holding 
the knife and twist to the right, 
which will pop the shell up. 
Then, go back in with the knife, 
running it along the top shell 
to release the clam from the 
top shell. Once the knife has 
reached the far edge of the clam 
shell closest to your thumb, you 
can push against the shell with 
your thumb and pop it right off. 

Now you should be looking 
at a clam on the half shell. But 
there’s still one more step. Run 
the knife under the clam to re- 
lease it fully from the shell by 
cutting the two muscles that 
attach it. Do that again 11 times 
and you've got a dozen! 

Serve clams on the half shell 
cold and freshly opened with 
cocktail sauce and lemons. The 
Clam Bar’s cocktail sauce is a 
super simple combination of 
three parts ketchup, one part 
good horseradish (Gold’s is the 
best), a dash of Tabasco sauce 
and our secret ingredient, a 
capful of Worcestershire sauce.

When you're in good company, it 
makes it a lot easier to produce a great 
end product, as is the case with devel- 
oping cocktails. i 

“The first spark behind the cocktail 
was simple,” said Joshua Fishbein, & 
general manager of Lulu Kitchen & 
Bar, a Mediterranean bistro in Sag 
Harbor. “We wanted to make a drink 
using Sagaponacka Vodka, which is 
an exceptionally smooth and com- 
plex potato vodka made down the 
street at the Sagaponack Farm Dis- 
tillery.” 

Located in Sagaponack, the Sagapo- 
nack Farm Distillery, built in a nearly 
100-year-old retired dairy barn, is 
known for its potato-based spirits. 
The distillery even has what theyd 
like to call a “potato whiskey” (they 
call it Single Spud) but can’t, for, ac- 
cording to federal law, whiskey must 
be made from a grain mixture that is 
at least 51 percent corn. The “mash” of 
the distillery’s first release of Single 
Spud was made from Adirondack Red 
potatoes, distilled and then barrel 
aged in new American Oak. 

“One of the most beautiful aspects 
of summer here on the ‘East End 
is the abundance of flowers, hence 
the Combier Rose Liqueur,” he says. 
“From there it was a question of 
ensuring balance and depth to the 
cocktail, and for this we added the 
Punt e Mes, pomegranate liqueur 
and a touch of citrus. The name of 
the cocktail [Luciana’s Charm] is an 
homage to one of our employ- 
ees who is having her 
first baby and naming 
her ‘Luciana,  nick- 
named ‘Lulu.” 

In sum, the cock- 
tail has the follow- 
ing __ ingredients:

“When you need to build a struc- 
ture, your construction company has 
to take into consideration hundreds 
of details, and they seem to multiply 
by the minute,” Hampton Bays-based 
Baymen Construction LTD says on its 
website. “There is planning, schedul- 
ing and deliveries to take care of.” 
Certain variables, including the 
scale of the project and the local per- 
mits process, can extend the time it 
takes to complete a home addition. 


KITCHEN REMODEL 

Scale is a big factor to consider 
when estimating the time it takes to 
complete various home improvement 
projects, and kitchen remodels are no 
exception. Some HomeAdvisor users 
reported projects taking as long as 
four months, though the average time 
reported was roughly six weeks. Proj- 


ects that require major overhauls like 
rearranging the plumbing and moving 


walls will likely take longer than more 


cosmetic projects that are limited to 
replacing cabinets and countertops. 


BATHROOM REMODEL 

More than 1,000 homeowners sur- 
veyed by HomeAdvisor reported that 
bathroom remodels took about 4.5 
weeks from start to finish. Small-scale 
remodels that focus on painting the 
walls a fresh color and replacing ex- 
isting tiles can be completed in less 
than two weeks. But like with kitchen 


remodels, bathroom remodels that in- . 


volve replacing plumbing fixtures and 
removing walls figure to take much 
longer than that. 


SIDING INSTALLATION 


HomeAdvisor users report that new 


siding projects take roughly two weeks 
from start to finish. That estimate is 
the same regardless of which materi- 
als homeowners are replacing and 
installing. se 


REPLACEMENT WINDOWS 
Homeowners who want to replace 
all the windows in their home can 
expect such a project to take rough- 
ly three weeks. HomeAdvisor notes 
that such a timeline need not con- 
cern homeowners worried that they 
will be forced to brave the elements 
during the length of the project. 
Much of a contractor’s time during 
a window replacement project will 


be spent on upfront measuring and 
then ensuring a tight fit once the 


windows have been installed.

iz Crotty is a high-profile attorney who made 

her mark on all sides of the courtroom and now 
she is vying to be Manhattan’s highest prosecutor: 
Manhattan District Attorney. 

Unlike many politicians today who are reluctant 
to hold the banner of law enforcement, Crotty has 
dubbed herself the law-and-order candidate in the 
race to be Manhattan’s top prosecutor and boasts 
the support of law enforcement titans, former-New 
York City Police Department Commissioner Ray 
Kelly and the New York City Police Benevolent As- 
sociation. 

She has also garnered support from other uni- 
formed unions, including the Uniformed Fire Of- 
ficers Association and the Uniformed Firefighters 
Association, the two largest unions in the FDNY. 

In 2000, Crotty graduated from Fordham Law 
School and began a career in the criminal justice 
system. Shortly thereafter, she began her career in 
the Manhattan District Attorney’s Office, utilizing 
her unique and lifelong knowledge of Manhattan to 
aid in her prosecution. Liz was known for trying cas- 
es that ranged from money laundering to attempted 
murder, and helped get criminals off of the city’s 
streets and put them behind bars. . 

After serving for four years in trial bureau 70 in 
Manhattan, Crotty moved into the investigation di- 
vision, where she investigated complex white-collar 
cases on the local, national and international levels. 

During Crotty’s time in this capacity, she worked 
on myriad of cases with national and international 
importance, not the least of which was investigating 
Saddam Hussein for the Oil-for-food case, which he 
notoriously pocketed millions of dollars for personal 
gain from assistance funding for the food insecure 
in Iraq. 

“We worked with international authorities, the 
United Nations had sanctioned Saddam Hussein, 
when he was manipulating Oil for Food for his own 
personal gain,” Crotty says. “With law enforcement 
in London, Switzerland, Italy and elsewhere. It was 
an worldwide investigation.” 

After this, Liz went on to a stint in civil law, where 
she focused her efforts on bringing justice to the 
families of the World Trade Center attacks of Sept. 
11, 2001. While working for Kreindler & Kreindler, 
she helped hold international state sponsors of ter- 
ror accountable. 

Shortly thereafter, in 2008, Crotty went to Scran- 
ton, Pennsylvania, to help generate interest and

GOTV efforts on the Obama Campaign. She was in 
the “Boiler Room” on election day ensuring election 
integrity. For the first-time in history, electronic vot- 
ing machines were being used, and given her previ- 
ous expertise as a prosecutor, she was fit for the job. 

But soon thereafter, she heard her calling to re- 
turn to the courtroom, 

Liz once again heard her calling in criminal law 
and started her own law firm with partner Jeremy 
Saland. She now represents the accused and ensures 
that the facts of cases are heard by the jury. Know- 
ing the inner-workings of the Manhattan District 
Attorney’s office as a former prosecutor, she has had 
commendable success defending the rights of the 
unjustly accused. 

“I am a believer in the system and I believe in the 
process,” she says. “No matter what side you are on, 
you have specific roles. I-understand that the dis- 
trict attorney’s office is an arm of law enforcement, 
I understand defense is the job to protect the rights 
of their client ... I've developed a mutual respect for 
both sides.” 

Crotty says that this experience would suit her 
well as Manhattan’s top prosecutor, especially be- 
cause her entire career has been built on the best 
interests of New Yorkers. Her goal is to once-again 
ensure that public safety is paramount in the district 
attorney’s office—a goal that every New Yorker can 


get behind during this tumultuous period in the City 
and boroughs. 

She notes, from a managerial point of view, who 
better to run this complex office than someone who 
has experience from within. 

“In a period of time where institutional knowledge 
is paramount, I see it best for the everyday citizens 
of New York to have someone who has experience as 
a prosecutor at the helm of this critical component 
of government,” Crotty says. 

When asked why she has decided to pursue this 
role, it’s a shorter answer: 

“IT come from a long line of public servants, and I 
know that this is the way I can step up to serve this 
city in the best way I know how.” 

Liz Crotty has a lifelong appreciation for the City 
that she has called home all her life. When asked 
what she likes most about Manhattan—what makes 
it different than anywhere else in the world—she 
says: 

“There is a real honesty to this city. At 8 a.m. when 
I am walking my dog, you see this honesty and the 
City’s truest expression of what it has to offer.” 

It’s safe to say that those supporting Crotty want 
a District Attorney with a view from the sidewalk- 
on-up.
